Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1,13, and 25 recite a glucose monitor that has a continuously fluctuating 
threshold profile for expected glucose values comprising an upper and lower threshold 
function that are a function of time that is not suggested and would not have been 
obvious in view of an prior art of record. The closest art of record to Saidara et al. (US 
2005/0038332) discloses a glucose monitoring system that supports a threshold range 
that comprises two static lines, but fails to teach a continuously changing profile for the 
threshold.
